ECLIPSES IN THE TEAR 1889. 

There will be five eclipses in the year 1889, three of the sun and two of the moon, 
only the first and secona of which will be visible in the United States. 

1. A Total Eclipse of the Sun, January 1, partly visible at Washington, and through- 
out North America. Sim enters shadow, at Washington, at 27mmutes past 4 p. m., 
ending at sunset. The greater part of eclipse total in portions of Calif omia and Nevada. 
Magnitude of the eclipse = 1.647 (Moon's diameter = 1). 

2. A Partial Eclipse of the Moon January 16, in the evening. Visible in the United 
States, North and South America, Europe and Africa. Begiiming of eclipse at Wash- 
ington, 10.50 p. M., ending at 1.53 a. m. on the 17th. « 

3. An Annular Eclipse of the Sun, June 28. Invisible in the United States; visible in 
the East Indies and South Africa. 

4. A Partial Eclipse of the Moon, July 12. Invisible at Washington, and generally in 
North America. 

5. A Total Eclipse of the Sun, December 22. Invisible in the United States; visible 
in Africa, and to the northern half of South America.

THE NEW STANDARD TIME. 

In 1884, by general agreement and partial legislation, four standard meridians 
were adopted within the United States, by which railway trains are run and local 
tame regulated. These meridians are 15 degrees, or 900 miles, apart, there bein^ a 
difference of just one hour in time from one meridian to another, as there are 360» 
in the earth's circumference, which divided by 24 hours gives 15 degrees to an hour 
The Eastern meridian, 75® W. from Greenwich, passes 4 minutes west of New York Citv' 
The Central meridian, 90° W. longitude, passes (neariy) through New Orleans and St' 
Liouls, and Chicago lies about lOU^minutes east of it. The Mountain standard meri- 
dian, l(go W. long., passes near Pike's Peak. Rocky Mountains. The Pacific meri- 
dian. 120? W. long., IS near the coast, San Francisco being 9^ m. west of it The 
n^rures in these calendar-pages will be correct for places on the standard meridians* 
for places east of any meridian, and within 7}^ degrees of it, one minute of time for 
each quarter of a degree of longitude (= 15 miles neariy), or 4 minutes for each de- 
gree, must be subtracted from the almanac figures. For a place west of anv 
meridian, and within 714 degrees of it, add one minute for each quarter of a de- 
gree to the almanac figures. In computing standard time of rising or setting of 
sun or moon for any place, select the city or State in the calendar that is nearest in 
kUitttde to the place wanted. Any United States map gives the distances in longi- 
tude of most places from the several standard meridians, sufaciently near to make 
practical application of the rule.

ExAMPiiE l.-rTo find the day of the week for July 4th, 1881. Opposite century 19, H&w 
Style, and over year 81, is Saturday. Under July, Saturday falls in the vertical line 
under 2, and the second day to the right following, under 4, is Monday, July 4th. 

Example 2.— to find the day of the week on which Ck)lumbus dteoovered America, 
October 12th, 1492, Old Style. Opposite Century 16, Old Style, and over 92 In black letter 
(It being leap year.) is Monday. Therefore, October 8th was Monday; and the line of 
week-days in which Monday fails under October (which is the sixth,) with the days of 
the month above, constitute the entire Calendar for October, 1492, Old Style, and the 
12th, as seen, falls on Friday. 

Example 3. — ^To find the 1st Tuesday after the Ist Monday in November, (Election 
'j)ay,) 1882. Find 82 in "Years of the Century; " follow up the column to the day on a 
line with the figure 19 of the ** Centuries, New Style : " this will be found to be Sunday. 
Under November, Sunday is found In the vertical line under 6, of the calendar alaove, 
Monday to the ilgbt Ot it under 6, and Tuesday under 7. So the Tuesday after tlr.e first 
lliQnday, Is the 7th.

Example.— To ascertain at what hour it will be high tide at Boston on the 1st 
of August, find the time of high water at New York under August 1st, which is 
10.50 A. M., then add 3 hours 22 minutes, as found in the table of lide Constants 
under Boston, and we have 2.12 p. m. as the hour of high water at Boston 
August Jst, 1889. 

Note.— The hours of high water in the calendar pages are the morning hours 
— ^from midnight to noon— throughout the year, as computed for the U. S. Coast 
Survey. To flnd the time of next high water, or the afternoon tide— from noon 
to midnight— add 12 h. 25 m. in each day. The result wUl be the proximate hour 
of evening tide. For low water, add 6 h. 12 m., approximately, to the time of 
high water. 

iEzplanation of the Calendar. 

Thb two natiural divisions of time are the day, of 24 hours, representing one 
revolution of the earth on its axis, and the year, 365 days, approximately repre- 
senting one revolution of the earth around the sun. Tlie month repi-esents 
(nearly) the period of the moon's revolution round the earth (about 29^^ days), 
wnile the week is approximately one-fourth of this. 

By the Julian (jalendan establi^ed by Julius CaBsar, 46 b.o.. the months 
were reconstructed; and the Roman year was regrulated entirely by the sun. 
the lunar year being abolished. Thirty -ofie days were given to the 1st, 3d. 
5tb, 7th, 8m, 10th, and 12ch montlis, and 30 days each to the rest, except 
February, which on every fourth year receivetl an intercalary day, made 
by the sexto Calendas Martins^ whence " leap-year'* came to oe calleti Bissex- 
tile, As the Julian year had 365^ days, its length exceeded the true solar year 
by 11m. 14 sec., so fhqt the equinox fn the c ourse of opntnHafi f«i] back sevei"^' 
days. To correct this error. Pope Gregory XTTT. in 1582 reformed the calendar 
by suppressing ten days, restoring the equinox to March 21. The Gregorian 
daleudar also made every year which is divisible by four without a remainder 
a leap year, except the centesimal years, which are only leap years when the 
first two figures are divisible by four : thus 1600 was a leap year, 1700, 1800, and 
1900 common years, 2000 a leap year, etc. The length of the mean year is 815 d. 
5h. 49m. 12 sec., exceeding the true solar year nearly 26 sec., which error 
amounts only to 1 day in 8.325 years. 

The Gregorian Calendar was adopted by Germany In 1700, and by English 
law in 1752, when the Julian Calendar, or old style, gave place to the new style, 
by dropping eleven days from the month of September, 1752. 

The lestival of Easter, commemorating the resurrection of Christ, used to be 
observed on the 14th day of the moon, i.e., near the full moon— the same as the 
Jewish Passover. But the Council of Nice, A.D. 825, ordered Easter to be cele- 
brated on the Sunday next succeeding the ful' moon, that comes on c r next 
after the vernal equinox— March 2lBt; thus making Easter and the related feast 
and fast days movable holidaya

To find the time of high tide at fifty places in the United States, see psLge 5. 

January is so named from the Roman Janiw, who was the porter of heaven, 
having the surname of Patulous, the opener. He presided over the beginning or open- 
ing of everything, hence the first month of the year was called after him, when the 
Roman year was altered by Numa Pompilius (in the 7th century e.g.), from te:i 
months beginning in March, to twelve months by adding January and February. In 
his original character Janus was the god of the sun, and worshipped as such by the 
Etruscans and the Romans. The temple of Janus (which was really a covered pas- 
sage or gate at Rome) was left open in war as a symbol that the god had gone out to 
assist the Roman arms, while it was continually shut in time of peace. 

On New Year's Day, which was the festival of the god Janus, the Romans gave 
presents to one another. Thus ancient was the origin of the modem custom of New 
Year's presents and first of January festivitieB.

The month of March was named from Mars (Lat. Martitu)^ the Roman god of war. 
This divinity was known as Father Mars, and next to Jupiter he enjoyed the highest 
honors at Rome, of which city Jupiter, Mars, and Quirinus were the three tutelary 
divinities. March was the first month in the early Roman calendar, and the legal 
year began with March 25 even in England, until the change from Old Style to New 
Style in 1752. (See explanation of the calendar, p. 6.) The custom of reckoning the 
year according to the Old Style is still retained in Russia, and even the financial year 
of GreJat Britain is reckoned from the 3l8t of March. In historical works, dates are 
frequently written thus: Feb. H« 1732; the upper figures representing Old St^le 
reckoning, and the lower New Style. 

We also see dates between Jan. 1 and March 26 expressed thus: Jan. 80, 164|; mean* 
ing that the year was legally 1648 (O. 6.), but by modem reckoning 1649 <N. 8.).

April (Lat. Aprilis)^ derived perhaps from Aperire, to open, because spring and 
the buds generally open in this month. Another derivation has been found in the 
dedication of this month by the Romans to Venus, goddess of buds and beauty, wlione 
name in Greelc was Aphrodite^ whence Aphrilis or Aprilis, This is more fanciful 
than the first-named derivation, but the word-mongers are never daunted by diUi- 
culty, any more than by distance, in their etymologies. 

In the French revolutionary calendar. April included most of their new season of 
C^€rminalt and the beginning of Floreal. 

On the ancient monuments, Aprilis appears as a dancing youth wifh a rattle In 
his hand, thus symbolizing the gay and jocund spirit of spring. 

All-Fools* Day (April 1) is traced through every country of Europe to the ^indoos, 
and even farther back— to the mistake of Noah in sending the dove out of the ark be- 
fore the water had abated, on the Hebrew first day of the month.

May (Lat. Maius) was consecrated to Apollo among the Homans, and is probably 
derived from Ifam, a feminine divinity worshipped at Rome, to whom sacrifices were 
offered on the first of May. Some philologists, however, hold that Maitia is a con- 
traction of Magiua^ derived from the Sanskrit root mag or ma/i, to grow. 

The custom of observing May-day, or the first of May, with floral and festive cere- 
monies, is older than the Middle Ages, and is probably the lineal descendant of the 
Roman Floralia, or festivals in honor of Florae celebrated from April 28 to May 2. 

In England*the custom of going out a*Maying is mentioned in Chaucer and Shake- 
speare. Before sunrise young people went to the groves to gather flowers and branches 
of foliag* to adorn the village May-pole, around which the dancing was kept up. 
A queen of the May, the most beautiful girl in the village, was elected for crowning.

This is the month of "dog-days," usually reckoned as beginning on the 8d of July 
and ending about the 11th of August. These days were so called from the star Sirius, 
or the dog-star, in the constellation of Cants Major ^ to which the extreme heat of mid- 
summer was superstltiously attributed. During these oppressively hot days it was 
also supposed that dogs are more likely to run mad than at other seasons.

August, like July, owes its name to the Roman Ceesars, the Emperor ^tiflruahts hav- 
ing followed in the footsteps of his illustrious predecessor by appropriating a month 
to himself. Formerly called Sextilis^ or the sixth month, when Julius Caesar changed 
the calendar it still continued Sextilis and had thirty days, while February had twenty- 
nine, and in leap-year thirty days. To gratify the vanity of Augustus, one day was 
taken by the obsequious Senate from February and added to August, so as to make 
hig month equal in extent and digniiv to July. 

August is associated, at least in this country, with intense heat and welcome yaca- 
tions; schools and colleges shut up, the cities pour themselves into the countiy, and 
seaside and mountain resorts are thronged. 
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To And the time o( high tide at titty places In the United Stales, see page 5, 
SmTEHBEH is so called from lie Latin Septem, seven, because it wna the Tih month 
of the Baman year, which began w-.th Uarch, until the chaoge ol the calendar under 
(he second King of Home.

Septemtwrli the month of harvest through large areas of the globe, and In Swltzer 
land it Is still called Serbttmcnat (harvest month). * 

Harvest moon Is the full moon nearest the autumnal equinox (Sept. 21), so called 
because U enables tormere to prolong the day's work during the autumnal harvest. 
In England and northern Europe the harvest moon rises near eunaet several evenings 
(uccesslvely: bnt this pheaomenon is less marked In the United States because o[ our 
lower latitude. The reourrence of what was called an equinoctial Bterm at or about 
the time the suncroasea the equator has ceased to be (if in fact it ever vas) a thing to 
be depended ou.

Compiled from the Reports of the Bureau of Statistics, Treasury Department. 

Prior to the year 1820 no statistics of immigration were officiallj kept. By act of 
Congress, of March 2, 1819, Collectors of Customs were required to Keep a record and 
make a quarterly return to the Treasury, of aU passengers arriTing in tEeir respective 
districts from foreign ports; and these reports, published from time to timebythe 
Treasury Department, constitute the sources of information as to the progressed immi- 
gration. The total number of foreign-bom passengers arriving at the ports of the 
United States, from 18!^ to 1887 inclusive, is given below. Frior to 1856, the figures 
show the whole number of aliens arriving, but from 1856 to 1887 inclusive, the number 
of immigrants only, i.e., of foreign passengers settling in the United States. 

It has oeen estimated that the whole number of aliens coming to the United States 
from 178a to 1820, was about ;;50,U00.

STATS BAUi^WAlT COMMISSIONS. 

BaHway Ck>inmisslons invested with greater or less powers have been created by 
law in twenty-seven States of the Union up to 1889, leavu^ eleven States only impro> 
vided with such officers. 

The States having Railroad Commissioners are as follows, with the number* con- 
rtituting Uie Commission in each: 

Alabama, S; Arkansas, 8; California, 3; Colorado, 1; Connecticut, 3; Georgia, 8; 
nUnois, 8; Iowa. 8; Kansas, 3; Kentucky, 3: Maine, 3; Massachusetts, 8; Michigan. 1; 
MiimeBOta, 3; Muslssippi, 8; Missouri. 3; Nebraska, 3; New Hampshire, 3; New York, 8; 
Ohio, IM^regon, 8; KhodelslaDd, 1; South Carolina, 8; Texas, 1; Vermont, 1; Virginia, 
1; and wiscoiisin, 1. 

In some of these States the commissioners are merely examining and reporting 
QflScers; in others the commissioners have purely advisory powers, the legislatures 
retaining the sole power of regulation of railways by statute; in others still, the 
commissions are invested with power to fix rates of freight and fares. The States 
in which railway commissioners have power to fix rates are nine in number, viz., 
(Mfomia, Georgia, Ulinois, Kansas, Maine, Mississippi, Missouri, New Hampshire, 
and South Carolina. 

The general supervision of the railways, with power to enforce existing laws by due 

Srooess, and the requirement of formal reports to the legislature, constitute the f unc- 
ions more generally vested in the railway commissions of the States. In several 
States (as in Arkansas and Nebraska) three of the State officers are made railroad 
oommissioners ex oMcio. In Tennessee alone the railway companies have success- 
fully resisted in theU. S. Courts revision of their tariffs of charges by the railway 
commissioners, and the conunission itself (established in 1888) has been abolished by 
the legislature.

OUB FUBLIO LAND SYSTEM. 

■ 

Tbb public lands of the United States which are stlU undisposed of and open to set* 
flement lie in nineteen States and eight Territories. In e^sch case» except Ohio. Indiana, 
Illinois, the Indian Territory and Alaska, land ofQces are established. In charge of an 
officer known as Begister of the Land Office, where the records of all surveyed lands are 
kept, and all applications concerning lands In each district are filed and Inquiries 
answered. The public lands are divided Into two great classes. The one class have a 
dollar and a quarter an acre designated as the minimum price and the other two dollars 
and a half an acre, the lat^r being the alternate sections, reserved by the United States In 
land grants to railroads, etc. Titles to these lands may be acquired by private entry or loca- 
tion under the homestead, preemption and timber-culture laws ; or , as to some classes, by 
purchase for cash. In the case of lands which may be purchased at private sale, or such 
as have not been reserved under any law. Such tracts are sold on application to the 
Land Begister, who Issues a certificate of purchase, the receiver giving a receipt for 
the money paid, subject to the issue of a patent, or complete title, if the proceedings 
are found regular, by the Commissioner of the General Land Office, at Washington. 

Entries under land warrants (given moutly for military services under acts of Con- 
gress), have fallen off very largely by the absorption of such warrants, there having 
be^n no military bounty laiid warrants provided for on account of servioes in the late 
war. 

Entries under the preemption law are restricted to heads of families, or citizens over 
twenty-one, who may settle upon any quarter section (or 160 acres), and have the right 
of prior claim to purchase on complying with certain regulations. 

The homestead laws give the right to one hundred and sixty acres of a dollar-and-a- 
qoarter lands, or to eighty acres of two-dollar-and-a-haif lands, to '.any citizen or appli- 
cant for citizenship over twenty-one who will actually settle upon and cultivate the land. 
Ihln privilege extends only to the surveyed lands, cmd the title is perfected by thelssue 
of a patent after five years of actual settlement. The only cha];ge3 in the case of home- 
stead entries are fees and commissions, varying from a minimum of $7 to a mazdmum 
Df $34 for the whole tract entered, according to the size, value or place of record. 

Another large class of free entries of public lands is that provided for under the 
Umber-culture acts of 1873-78. The purpose of these laws is to promote the growth of 
Forest trees on the public lands. They give the right to any settler who has cultivated 
tor two years as much as five acres in trees to an eighty-acre homestead, or, if ten acres, 
to a homestead of one hundred and sixty acres, and a free patent for his land is given 
him at the end of eight years instead of five. The limitation of the homestead laws to 
one hundred and sixty acres for each settler is extended in the case of timber-culture 
90 as to grant as many .quarter sections of one hundred and sixty acres each as have 
oeen Improved by the culture for ten years of forty acres of timber thereon, but the 
quarter sections must not lie immediately contiguous. The fees and commissions In 
timber-culture entries vary from $13 to $18 for the tract.

A printed copy of the title of the book, map, chart, dramatic or musical composi- 
tion, engraving, cut, print, or photograpli, or a description of the painting, drawing, 
chromo, statue, statuary, or model or design for a work of the fine arts, for whi^ 
copyright is desireii, must be sent by mail or otherwise, prapaid, addressed, *' Libra- 
rian OF Congress, Washington, D. C." This must be done nef ore publication of the 
book or other article. 

A fee of 60 cents, for recording the title c^ each book or other article, must be in- 
closed with the title as above, and 50 cents in addition (or one dollar in all) for eac>i 
certificate of cox)yright imder seal of the Librarian of Congress, which will be trans- 
mitted by earb mail. 

Within ten days after publication of each book or other article, two complete copies 
must be sent prepaid, or under free labels, furnished by the Librarian, to perfect the 
copyright, with tne address, '' Librarian of Congress, Washington, D. C." 

Without the deposit of copies above required the copyright is void, and a penalty 
of $25 is incurred. 

No copyright is valid unless notice is given by inserting in every copy published. 

" Entered according to act of Coi*>gre88^ in the year , by , in the office of the 

Librarian of Oongreaa. at Waahington^^^ or, at uie option of the person entering the 
copyright, the words: " Copyright^ 18—, by .'* 

Tne law imposes a penally of $100 upon any person who has not obtained copjrrlght 
who shall insert the notice '* Entered according to act of Congress,*^ or *'' Copyright^** 
or words of the same import, in or upon any book or ouier article. 

Each copyright secures the exclusive right of publishing the book or article copy- 
righted for the term of twenty-eight years. Six months before the end of that time, 
the author or designer, or his widow or children, may secure a renewal for the fur- 
ther term of fourteen years, making forty-two years in all. 

Any copyright is assignable in law by any instrument of writing, but such assign- 
ment must be recorded in the office of the Librarian of Congress within sixty days 
from its date. The fee for this record and certificate is one dollar. 

A copy of the record (or duplicate certificate) of any copyright entry will be fur- 
nished, under seal, at the rate of fifty cents. 

-Copyrights cannot be granted upon Trade-marks, nor upon Labels intended tc be 
used with any article of manufacture. If protection for such prints or labels is v.e- 
sired, application must be made to the Patent Office, where they are registered at a 
fee of $6 for labels and $25 for trade-marks.

In 
Austria, all eUldren from six to twelve are bou «jd to attend the common schools, and 
18 par cent, actually do so. There are 93 gjrmni «la, or higher schools, and 8 uniTersl- 
ttei, while Hungary has 143 gymnasia, and one university. 

The majority of the peoifle pursue agricultDce. About 80 per cent, are engaged In 
tnde or manufactures. The ittoductive land ot Austria is estimated at 88 per ceat. oC 
lis areas Hungary 84 per cent. The great crop Is grain, an annual yield 9t over 408

The 
fOTermcent is popular In form, three legislative chambers being elected for four years, 
wgnt years, and for Ufe. ■ rhe president is elected for life by a majority of the ooUectiye 
legislature. The administration belongs wholly to the ministry, which is leepooaUrie to 
IbeSeoate. Beligion Is free, the BomaaOathoUo being the prevailing form. 

The pubUo debt tai 1888 was 6,500,000. The revenue was $3.6d6,425 in 1887, one- 
flfth of which was derived from customs, about as much from Indian tribute, and 
half as mtich from the sale of guano; expenditure, $4,477,115. Imports in 1885, 
$5.U50,000; exports, $10,115,846. ^ ^. » t~ . 

Boliyla abooDds In bJgli i4ateaus, oonstitnting graoarleB of wheat pirediiotloiii, lun 
much valuable timber, ana the lowlands are the seat of tropical forests and swampe. 
with every variety of dimate, and two or more zones of production. It produced 
ooftee, cotton, sugar-canes, garden yegetablee and fruits In surprising luxuriance and 
abundance. Western Bolivia contains the highest mountains of the two Americas, 
with frequent Tolcanoes. The great Cordillera range, reaching up into the region of 
eternal Ice and snow, culmlnatkig In the peak of Sorata, 24,800 feet high. The silver- 
mines of Fotosi, world-famous tor richness of production, have yielded over $1,600,000,000 
cdnce 1646. Bolivia is poorly supplied with roads, and railroads are as yet almost uil* 
known, great natural dUDoulties being presented to their construction. 

• Brazil. 

Brazil, tl\^ only kingdom in America, (area, 3,287,964 square miles i pomdattODt 188& 
19,88S.8?B.) is the largest of the South American countries. First discovered by Spanlarq 
In 1600, the country early fell Into Portuguese possession, afterwards passing trnder the 
Qpamsh rule, but reverting to Portugal in 1640. 

The legislatlye power is vested la a Senate of 68 members elected for life, eoA a Chaa9* 
lier of Deputies, 122 members, chAisan for four years by direct suilrage. 

The executive power is vested in the emperor, and his ministers and secretaries of 
state. For admmistrative purposes, the Brazilian empire is divided into twenty pro- 
vinces, comprising 042 munidpiEUities, each having a council chosen directly by citi- 
zens. 

The public debt of Brazil is about $565,085,000, of which $85,000,000 consists of paper- 
money issues. The revenue for 1888 was $70,848,960, more than one-half of which was 
customs duties, and one-sixth from export duties, the taxes in both these forms on 
commodities being very heavy. The expenditure in 1888 was $79,580,440. 

The army consists of 15,040 men, raised to 30,000 on a war foothig. 

The naval f oroe embiaoes 98 steam-vessels, with 222 guns, and bTfOi seamen. 

Free public schools supported by the state exist throughout the empire, and in some 
3f the provinces instruction is comp^Usory. 

Brazil has about 500 newspapers, i f which six dailies are published at the capital, 
Rfn /<e Janeiro. 

The Roman Catholic religion is estr bllshed. other forms being tolerated, though they 
may onlv be practised privately, and dissenters enjoy civil rights, even ttiat of elec- 
tion to the General Assembly. 

Brazilian commerce is flourishing, .md there are 28 lines of steam-vessels, receiving 
annual subsidy from the state to the a nount of $1,000,000; besides this, the North Amer- 
ican steamship line, running between Brazil and New York, enjoyed a Brazilian sub 
sidy of $100.000 annually. Theimportshi 1887 aggregated $103,691 ,240 and the exports, 
chiefly of coffee, hides, and sugar, $125,143,260 JBy a decree of 1867, the great river 
Amazon was opened to the trading shi ps of all nations. In 1874, a submarine telegraph 
cable was completed from Europe, 'me roads of Brazil are wretched, but railways 
have been constructed to the number of ovei; twenty, and are being rapidly extended 
tnr the state, as veil as by private enterprise, «5,^9 miles of railtvay being open in 188&

Vancouver's Island, and 
Prince Edward Island. It has a representative Parliament, meeting annually at Ot* 
tawa, the capital. The members of the Senate, 78 hi number, are nomhiated for life 
by the Crown of Great Britain. The House of Commons, with 215 members, is elected 
by the people for five years, the right of suffrage being subject to a property qualifica- 
tion. The Qovemor-General, appointed in 1888. is Lord Stanlev of Preston, salary 
$50,000. The funded and unfunded debt in 1888 was 1878,188,686, <frawizig interest at an* 
average of 4 per cent., having increased to this amount from $932000,000 in 1867. 
Against this was sinking fund, etc., with cash on hand. $45,878,716. The revenue for 
fiscal year ending June 80, 1887, was $85,754,908; derived from the following principal 
sources: Customs, $22,878,801; excise, $6,a(>8.201; public works, including railways and 
canals, $8,270,782: post office, $2,000,623. The expenditure for 1887 was $86,668,161.

The canals of Canada are extensive and profitable, and are managed by 
the Government. 

The Canadian banks held July 1, 1886. $112,991,764 in deposits, with a note-issue of 
$82,368,993; com, $6,500,000; and bills discounted, $159,000,000. The Government sav- 
ings-banks held in 188o, $26,180,150 in deposits, and the post-ofllce savings-banks, 
^342,842 in deposits.

Chflt. a vopuUlo of South Amerloa, area 124,064 eanare mllfls, populatloa, 1885, 
2,527,aao to wiiich should he added hy official estimate* ahout 60.000 Indlcuis, is a 
moimtalnous oountar subject to trequenc earoiquakee. It has almost every Tsrlety of 
climate. Its long narrow territory extending Irom the hot deserts near the equator te the 
f»ld and wet region within twelve degrees of the Antarctic Circle. One-quarter of the 
ooujLtry Is near the level of the sea, while the great Andes range of mountains rise tar 
abeve the line of perpetual snow, their mean elevation being 11,890 feet, and the highest 
peak (Aconcagua) 22,427 feet. 

Chill, originally a Spanish settlement, became lndei)endent in mO-17. By the oonstl- 
totlon of 1833 the Le^slatlve power Is In a National Congress composed of 87 members, 
elected for six years, and a Chamber of Deputies, 109 members, for three years. 8uf« 
frage Is universal to citizens able to read and write and paying a small annual tax. 

The executive power resides In a President elected for five years, a council of State, 
and Ave cabinet ministers, having salaries xiC $6,000 each. 

The national debt in 1888 amounted to $80,568,887, mostly contracted in England for 
the construction of railways. The revenue for 1887 was $41,879,958, one-half deriVHc* 
from, customs and monopolies, and the expenditure $35,746,770. The commerce ot 
Chili is considerable, the exports being $46,740,268 in 1886, and the imports $40,170,168, 
nearly one-half the commerce being with Great Britain. 

A^culture flourishes, although ahoatsa per oent on the entlro snzCaoe Is desert, 
pasture, or forests, with only 18 per oent arable land. "Wheat Is the most Important 
product, the crop averaging ten million bushels, two-thirds o£ which is exported. 

Chill Is rich In gold, silver, and espedaUy In copper. 

The army.redueed ta 1876 to SA^Oineiuiruiaigely Inoeased In 1879 on aoootui^ 
Peruvian war, and numbered. <n 1888, 6,570 men. 

The navy consists of about 20 steam vessels, manned by 1,578 men. 

£ducationls largely aided Tiy government, which supports 810 schools through the 
dountry. besides lyceums and the University of Chill, an mvalnable government Institu- 
tion, with 700 students. 87 professors, and free instruction. 

The Boman Catholio religion Is reooenlEed by the constitation, bat the publio profas- 
Blon oC other forms la tolerated. 

Chlxuk 

China, an Immense empire In Asia, area 4.660A07 square mflea, poptilatio& 888,489,572 
(1887), has of late years opened diplomatic and commercial intercourse with other 
nations. It Includes Tibet, Mongolia, and ICanchuria, besides China proper; the 
country abounds In numerous rivers, forming the chief highways of the empire. The 
government Is a patriarchal despotism, the Emperor being an autocrat, whose sway is 
limited only by the sacred right of rebellion. Its vast and productive territory is larger 
than that of any nation except Ilussla, and Its civilisation, the most ancient In the world, 
lias peculiarities unknown to the civilizations of Europe or America. The exclusive 
ness which long made China a sealed book is slowly giving way. and the empire now 
sends its ministers to the United States. England. France. Oermany. Russia. Spain, tho 
West Indies, and Japan; but the Chinese government still refuses to open the empire tc 
htilroads and telegraphs, and destroyed in 1877 the first and only railway laid in the 
empire t and oiUy 14 oC Its numerous ports are open to foreign trade. The Imports In 
1887 were $122,153,500. and the exports $)03,03S,64O, about one-third of the eommeroe is 
with Great Brltalnt sQk acd tea make np three-fonrths of the exports, while opium and 
cotton goods constitute two-thirds of the Imports. No certain Intonnatfton regarding 
Chinese finances exists, but the revenues were estimated in 1885 at $82,488,690; the 
public debt is about $88,600,000, being wholly domestic, except one foreign loan of 
$7,800,000 at 8 per oent. recently contracted, and guaranteed by the customs receipts. 

The army ot China has 800,000 men ortranlzed after the European custom, while on 
oaper the military ferae ibflet down 800,000 Ghlaeee and 971a000 Manrthnoe. The navy 
embraces 124 vessels. 

Oolombia (the Republic of) is a centralised govenmnent in South America, including 
a huge part of what was called Kew Granada; area 890.886 square miles; population, 
1870. 8,408,632, besides about 100,800 wild Indians^ Itspresent political erganizaUen 
dates firom 1886. The Uu^geet dty la Bogota, the oapUaiaWlth 60,000 Inhabitants, and 
fonama has abont 26,080. .«x-^ m. ^« 

The legislative power resides in a Senate of 77 members, and a Representative

Cuba. 

Ouba, a colony of Spain, in the West Indies, having 72,000 square mllefl , pooulation, 
1880, 1,621,684, half of whom are blacks, and enfranchised slaves. The Island Is governed 
by a Captain General, appointed by the Spanish crown. Its great staple is sugar, of 
Which 450,000 to 600,000 tons are annually exported, two-thirds of it to the United States, 
besides 4,000,000 to 6,000,000 gaUons of molasses. 

Bonmark. 

T)enmark, (area 14,508 square miles; population 1880, 1,960,089), is a oODStlvdtional 
kingdom, occupying an almost Insular position between the Nortn dea and ttie Baltle. 
Tbe climate is like that of Scotland in the same latitude, the mean temperature of the 
year being 47° at Copenhagen. The constitutional charter of 1849, vests the legislative 
power in the Blgsdag, consisting of a Folkething, 103 membersp and a Landsthing, 66 
members (1860 charter amended in 1866). The Folkethlng are elected tor three years 
by universal suffrage, and the Landsthing for eight years by electoral districts, except 
12 members who are nominated for life by the King. King, Christian IX. 

The budget for 1887, including receipts. $15,4-<il 100, of which no less than $9,800,000 
from indirect taxes and $:i,o00.000 from direct taxes. The expenditure was $15,186^420, 
one-four Dh of which was on account of the national debt, wnich amounted in 1887 to 
$54,369,325. 

The army (recruited by conscription) embraces 59,562 men, besides a reserve of 16,- 
258. The navy in 1886 included STsream vessels with 230 guns, and 29 sail vessels. 

The commerce of Denmark in 1886 comprised $45,78l,5o8 imports, and $56,818,504 
exports, the exports chiefly grain and provisions. 

There are 1,6(34 miles of railway, two-thirds of which are operated by the State. 
The erovfrnment telegraph embraces 2,^^ miles, which transmitred a total of 1,125.000 
di^atches in 1883. The postal system, 1884, transmitted 29,572,662 letters and 86,0f0,> 
087 newRpaners. 

The established church of Denmark Is the Lutheran— Frotefitant—Bomaii Oatholl« 
are however long since tolerated in Scandinavia. 

By the census of 1870 there were, Lutherans, 1,777,000 ; Jews, 4,800; Baptists, 3,200; 
Mormons. 2.200 ; Boman Catholics, 1,8U0. 

Education is highly developed by the compulsory (lystem, and almost all the lowez 
classes can read and write. 

ZSouador. 

Ecuador, a South American republic, traversed by the equator, from whldi it takee 
lis name, area 248,312 square miles, population in 1885, 1,004,651, besides about aoO,0OC 
I III Hans ; capital, Quito, has about 80,000 people ; Guayaquil, the principal seapert, 26,000. 
Quito is the loftiest inhabited city. 9500 feet alK)ve the sea. The country is traversed by 
the two va8t mountain ranges of the Oordilleras. reaching to a height of 18,000 feet, full 
nf noble volcanic summits, and divided by magnificent valleyt . ^<otopaxi and OhimlM 
ra/x) are capped with perpetual snow. 

The government is vested In a President, chosen by 900 electors appointed by popular 
vote, the Vice-Resident, who is Minister of the Interior^ and three other cablaet 
ott^cers. Ib«t Congress o^nslsts of % Senate of sixteen, and a Hovm oC tlilrty memtwrv 
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choflen by popular suffrage. The army has only 4,7a0 men, and the navy three small 
steamers. The finances, which are in a state of chronic deficit, re()resented in 18U7 
revenues (half derived from customs) amounting to $:i^,44ti,l^) expenditures, $9,509,480. 
The public debt in 1888 was $I3,7;i8,4sK). 

Roads are almost unknown in £k:uador, bein^ mostly mere mule tracks, impassable 
for several months of the year; all transportation of goods is on the backs of mules, 
wheeled conveyances being almost unknown. There are 76 miles of railway. 

The principal article of export is cacao, amounting to $5,539,041 in 1867, out of a total 
of $10.193,»45; the imports were about $11, i06,3iu. 

The sole reUgion professed is the Roman Catholic, and 10 per cent of the Church 
revenue belonging to the State goes to the Pope as an annual offering. Education is in 
the hands of the ^ergy, with about 600 schools, one university and several colleges. 

Egypt- 
Egypt, a dependency of Turkey, situated in northern Africa, area 1,152.9^8 square 
milee; population in 1882, 6,817,265 by census, excluding Nubia and Soudan. Imports 
1H87. $40,685,000; exports, $54,880,000. More than half the commerce is with Great 
Britain. The executive power, which is absolute, is in the hands of the Khedive, a 
prince tributary to the Sultan. The largest city is Cairo, 349,883 Inhabitants. Revenue 
for 1888 was esthnated at $4S.018,470, and the expenditures at $47,61 ^,000. Public debt, 
$518,6:25,840. Army, 4,H45 men; navy, 14 vessels. Railways In im\ l,"i76 miles; tele- 
graphs, 5,811 miles. Letters carried by post in 1887, 5,481,000; journals, 2,416,000. 

France. 

The Republic of France (L>04,080 square miles; population in 1886, 88,318,908) dates to 
present oonstifeutl<xi and gevemr lent from the 4th of September, 1870, wnen ttie Second 
Empire, under Napoleon ni, cp-me te an end. The ieglsla^ve power Is vested In a 
Orps LcguUUi/, consisting of a Senate of 300 members, 225 of whom are chosen for 
9 years by the Departments and iHe colonies, and 75 for life by the National Assembly ; 
and a Chamber of Deputies, jow 632 members, elected by universal suftrage, one 
deputy to each 100,000 Inhabitants. Salary of Senators and Deputies, $1,800. Every 
Ereachman of 21 years has thr right to vote, and there were In 1876, 9,948,079 legal 
Toters. a ratio of one voter to e^ ery four Inhabitants nearly. 

The executive power is vested In a President, elected for seven years by a joint assem- 
bly of the Senate and the Cham 3er of Deputies; salary, $120,000, and $32,480 for house- 
bold expenses ; he has power t> dissolve the Chamber of Deputies upon the advleeof 
the Senate. The ministry, or Sacretarles of State, conalstlng of nine members, are re- 
sponsible to the Chambers for tl ^e political conduct of the government, while the Fresi* 
dent Is responsible only In case Jf high treason. 

Besides /Uiese officers, there -s a Council of State presided over by the Minister e| 
Jnstloe, whose function it is to advise on all subjects of law and administrative regu 
latfons submitted to It, its declit Ion being final on causes or complaints against offlcera 
of the GK>vemment. 

Prance Is divided Into 87 devartments, which are subdivided into 362 '* arroadtsse- 
raeots," 2865 " cantons," and ai out 86,000 •« communes." The President of the Bepub- 
Uc appoints a prefect or adminl itrative ofScer tor each tlepartment, who is head of the 
poikea, issues local decrees, sui erlntends tax collection, and, in a word, represents the 
govermnexit as general agent, at sisted by a council elected by the people.

The Boman OatheUo Chur^ -s the moot powerful in France, and the vamB paid to 
the olev0r of thM laith by «he government amount to about $8,000,000 a year.

Germaoy. 

The empire of Qermany, (20(1.024 square miles; population, 1885, 46.8S0.45O,) succeeded 
In 1871, to the Korth German Confederation of 1866. It is a Union of 25 sovereign states, 
eonMstliig of 4 kingdoms, 6 grand duchies, 6 duchies, 7 principalities, and three tree 
towns. Alsace-Lorraine, ceded by France at the close of the war of 1870-71, forms a 
26th member of the confederation, but Is governed by Imperial authority. 

Germany Is a constitutional monarchy, the Emperor exercising imperial power in 
the name of the 26 confederated states. The Bundesrath, or federal council, has 59 
members appointed for each session by the governments of the several states. The 
Iteichstag, or House of Bepreeentatives, has 397 members, elected for 3 years by univer- 
sal sufCrage— -every ^rman of 21 years being an elector. The sessions of the legisla- 
ture are annual, and every law must receive a madocUy of the whole number ef mem* 
bers of both Houses, and the sanction of the £^peror. 

The revenue for fiscal year ending March 31, 18«8, was $306,481,520, derived one-half 
trem customs, oce-third excise on sugar, salt, tobacco, spirits ana malt, and tne t*^ 
mainlxij; quota from varlouB souroes. The expenditure for ordinary purposes was 
$801,364,822, of which no less than $185,600,000 was for the army, and $112,000,000 extra- 
ordinary expenses. The deficiency in revenue to meet expenditure was made up by 
contributions of the states, $65,000,000, in due proportions. In 1879,.heavy additions 
were made to the tariff qd. Imported goodSi ana GermoryA has returned to an extreme 
protective system. 

The pubUc debt is only about $160,000,000 funded, and about $38^000,000 floating debt, 
tepresented ^y Treasury notes bearing no Interest. 

An exclusive gold currency was adopted by law of «>eoember 4, 1871. 

The German army '^u a peace foothig has been fixed at 487,706 men until December 
31, 1889. Hilitary service Is compulsory upon every German capable of bearing arms. 

The German navy consists of 79 vessels, 558 guns, and 15,6i^ men. 

Public school education la compulsory in Germany; the number of primary schools 
Is abeut 60,000, and of pupils, 6,500,000. There are 360 gymnasia for preparatory train- 
ing for the universities; of the latter, there are 21, with 1,913 professors, and 20,826 
students. 

The population of Germany In 1880 embraced about 28,000^000 Protestants, 16,000,000 
Boraaa. Oathollcs. and 500.000 Jews. 

The foreign commerce of Germany amomited In 1887 to $797,125,000 imports, $798,- 
. 601,000 exports. 

^ Germany had in 1888, 25.074 miles of railway, about 21,000 miles of which were 
worked by the government, and 4,074 miles only were private railways. 
In 1887 there were 55,444 miles of telegraph lines, sending 22 million messages. The 

Eoscal and telegraphic departments are managed conjointly by the government, and 
ave increased greatly of late years, the number of letters carried m 1887 being 900 
millions, against 352 millions in 1872. 

Qreat Britain and Ireland. 

This kingdom, embracing England, Wales, Scotland, Ireland, and the Channel 
Islands, area 121,571 square mlTes, population 1881. 35,246,683, has also Immense 
landed possessions In all parts of the globe; Its colonies in Asia, chiefly Brltlsn India, 
embvaoe ovei 250,000,000 Inhabitants, In America ovei 5,000,000, and in Australia 2,700,000. 
By the British constitution Uie supreme legislative power is in a Parliament which 
holds for seven years unless sooner dissolved by royal proclamation. The house of 
Lerds (537 members in 1885) consists of 6 peers of the Queen's family, 2 archbishops and 
24 Itiaheps, 201 dukes, marquises, earls, and viscounts, 261 barons, 16 Scottish and 28 
Irish representative peers; all of these but the last named liold for life. The house of 
Commons consists Ox 670 members elected by limited suffrage, of whom 40 constitute a 
querum to do business; members of Parliament receive no salary. 

The executive government, nominally In the Crown, is practically In the Cabineti, 
ooQsistimg of 13 members whose tenure of office is dependent upon their measures 
aomaianding a majority in the House of Commons. 

At the head ef the Cabinet Is the First Lord of the treasury, known as the Premier (^ 
Brime Minister; he dispenses the potrooaiseot the Orown, his o^Ueaguoe being appointed 
Ht hie yeeeniimfitMlfttlffli. * 

Revenue of Great Britain, fiscal year ending March 31, 1888 $449,011,iS70; expenditure, 
$447,118,225, of which no less than 159 millions was for army and navy and 140 millions 
more for Interest. Public debt, 1888, $3,527,875,860. Imports, 1887, $1,749,817,860: ex- 
ports, $1,843.8&5.085. 

The army in 1887 embraced 196,587 men, and 7,199 officers, besides 133,978 militia and 
226,752 volunteers, maintained at a total cost of $90,835,980. The navy consists of 246 
vessels, nutintained at a cost of $66,643,905 in 1888. 

The island of Great Britain is a network of railways of which there were 19,332 tniles 
in operation in 1887. The telegraph embraced 86,184 utiles, owned and operated by the 
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COTemment since 1871. The post-office service of England, carried to a greater per- 
fection than in any other country, delivered 1,460 million letters in 1887, besides 179 
tnillion postal cards, and 690 million newspapers and book packets. 

Education is widely extended; the totalezpenditure for elementary schools ha^mK 
been nearly $S4,000,(X)0 in 1687. 

Encfland abounds in iron and coat mines, the product of pig Iron amounttng to about 
$80,600,000 per annum and of coal about $200,000,000. Textile industries are of enexv 
mous extent, employing nearly 1 million hands ; the vaetal manufactures come next 
employing 650,000 hands. British manufactures are found in all parts of the globe. 

Agriculture is carried to a high degree of perfection, though the soil is iu the hands 
of a comparatively small number ef proprietors. 

Great Britain is a Protestant oountry, the established church In England being the 
Episcopal, and in Scotland, Presbyterian, while in Ireland no church la now established 
by law. binoe the a];K>Ution of the com laws or duties upon grain in 1846, England has 
gradually become a free trade country, only about twenty articles being charged with 
Import duties. 

Qreece. 

Oret»ce, a kingdom of south-eastern Burqpe, area 20,018 sciuare miles, populaitioii 187Sk 
1,979,488, is governed, since his'blection by the National Assembly in 1863, by (George L, 
son of the King of Denmark. By the constitution of 1864, the legislative power resides 
in a parliament or single Chamber of 187 Deputies elected for 4 years by universal suf- 
frage. The revenue for 1888 was $18,230,447, a third derived from customs, and the ex* 
penditure $17,966,519. The pubUc debt was $91,618,840 in 1888. Imports 1887, $25,471,640: 
exports $19,831,440, principally raisins, currants^ and olive oU. The army consists of 
26,845 m^ capable of being increased to 200,000 m war. The navy has eleven steamers 
and 10 sailing vessels. The oonmiercial marine niunbered no less than 6,157 vessels. 
Greece had. in 1888, 875 miles of railway, mostly of recent construction, and 3,350 miles 
of telegraph. Postoffloes, 248; letters carried, 1886, 6,956,420; journals, 7,506,990. 

Guatemala. 

Guatemala, the most populous of the five Central American republics, 44,800 square 
miles; population, 1886, l,3;i2,544. of which 360,606 were whites and 830,146 Indians; 
revenue in 1887, $t),398,7^, one-third of which was from duties on imports: expendi- 
tures, $6,342,500; public debt, $12,200,867; hnportsin 1887, $4,241,408: exports, $9,099,891, 
prinapally cofTee. The countiry has 132 miles of railwav, and one nas commenced trar 
versing the republic from the Caribbean Sea to the Padflc; there are 2,026 miles of 
telegraph operated by the government. Public instruction is cared for by the govern- 
ment; the army has 2,180 men, but there is no navy. Capital, Guatemala, 59,000 in- 
habitants, finest city in Central America. The clerical government was overthrown by 
a revolution in 1871, and the executive now resideB in a president and a cabinet of four 
ministers. 

Haiti. 

Haiti is a republic of the West Indies, occupying the west end of the island, of which 
Banto Domingo forms the eastern or Spanish part. Area of the whole island 28,000 
square miles; population of Haiti about 960,000, nine-tenths of whom are negroes, the 
rest dbiefly miDi^toes. The language in use is French, and the state religion Catholic. 
By the constitution of 1867 legisEttive i>ower is in an assembly and apresident, chosen 
for 4 years. The finances are in chronic disorder; the revenue for 1886 was $6,432,895, 
three-fourths derived froni duties on imports and exports; the expenditure was 
$6,842,600; debt, $18,060,840. The army has 6,828 men, and the navy 3 steam corvettes 
with 8 guns. In 1887, the imports were $6,424,607, and the exports $9,866,360, chiefly 
coffee, cotton, and cocoa. . 

Giiiana. 

Guiana is a large territory in the north-east part of South America, bounded by the 
Atlantic, the Amazon and the Orinoco. The climate is hot, and the principal products 
are sugar, rum, and molasses, together with fine timber woods. British Guiana— 86,000 
square miles, with 270,042 inhabitants in 1886— is divided into Essequibo. Demerara, and 
Berfaioe; has a governor appointed by the British Crown; capital, Georgetown, popu- 
lation, 49,211. Imports, 1^, $8,016,876; eipd:ts, $10,9^^960. 

French Guiana, area 48,000 laqii&re miles, population 1877. 36,760; capital, Cayenne, on 
the island of the same name, which is a French penal settlement. 

Dutch Guiana, or Surinam, ILos between British and French; area 45,000 square miles; 
population 68,255, four-fifths of whom are negroes; capital, Paramaribo. 

Honduras. 

Henduras, ene of the flTe Central American republlgs— 68468 squarefQ*le0, popnlatioa

Italj, a kingdom of Southern Europe; ares 114,880 square miles; populatkm 1887, 
8O»a60,066, of whom Si!6.658.079 were CacboUce. It is divided into 09 provinces. The 

government is a constitutional monarchy, with a senate of 270 members appointed for 
fe, and a chamber of SOS deputies elected by general suffrage. Absolute freedom of 
the press prevails. The government supports education, which is compulsoiy and 

g'atuitous, by annual subHidies of about )|3,500,000. Agriculture is the principal Italian 
terest, though the silk, cotton, woolen, and straw manufactures are becoming im- 
portant. Italy abounds in populous cities, of which Naples, 468,172, is the largest, and 
Rome, the capital, has 278,268. Revenue in 1888, $366,185,078; ex^dlture, $874,584,718; 
public debt, |2.d46,90a,486; imports, 1887, $827,640,890; exports, $214,940,820, of whkdi 
Bilk made $56,000,000. Standing army, 879,092; militia, 1,716,647; navy, 175 vessels with 
869 guns; 7,816 miles of railway in 1886, and 18,965 miles of telegraph. 

Japan. 

Japan is an empire of Eastern Afda, ruled by a mikado, aided by a great council, 
and without a legislative body; area, 146,613 square miles; population, 1^, 38,607,177. 
Revenue, 1888, $<9,93b,870, four-fifths of which was from land tax; expenditures, 
$79,935,553; public debt, $249,108,517. The army comprised 54,388 men in 1885. and the 
navy 37 steam vessels with 4,073 men. Imports. 1887, $51,699,760: exports, $52,409,228, 
one half of which was raw silk. Nearlv one half the commerce ol Japan is with Great 
Britain and her colonies. Railroads in operation, 579 miles ; telegraphs, 6,772 miles; 
post-olBoes, 4.137, transmitting in 1885, 97,216,019 letters. The paper money of Japan 
18 at about 30 per cent discount. 

Mezioo. 

Mexico, a republic of North America, on the southern boundary of the United States 
—area, 741,778 square miles; population 1886, 10,460,636—18 divided into 27 States be- 
sides two Territories, the Federal District, and the new State of the Valley, governed 
by a president elected for 4 years, a senate of 56 members, half renewed every 4 years, 
and a house of deputies of 287 members elected for 2 years. Each State has its local 
constitution, with elective governors and legislatures. The national language is 
Spanish, but many Indian dialects are spoken, and the Catholic religion predominates, 
though there are several religious sects. £>lucation is beins^ rapidlv extended, there 
being. 8,905 public schools and colleges, having 500,925 pupils. Railway communica* 
tion has been greatly developed of late, there oeing 4,660 miles of railway in opera- 
tion. The country is so mountainous' that the government and the railroad com- 
panies have spent large sums of money in the construction of some of the lines. If 
their freight tariffs are, however, compared with those of other countries, and the 
commercial movement, which is yet in its cradle, is taken into consideration, it will 
be seen that railroads afford security to the inhabitants and a daily increasing trade. 
There are about 17,570 miles of telegraph, including government, private and railway 
lines. The chief communication is by the highways between principal cities, on 
which many lines of stages are constantly plying. The country is Hch in agriculture 
and mineral wealth, vast table-lands, varymg from 3000 to 5000 feet in elevation, pro- 
ducing every variety of grain and vegetables, while in the warmer regions oranges 
and other tropical fruits grow profusely. Coffee and cotton are largely cultivated. 
The northern States of Mexico are full of vast herds of cattle and sheep. Manufac- 
tures are becoming more developed, and commerce, though heretofore much im- 
peded by restrictive laws, is on the increase. The imports amount to a mean annual 
value of $40,285,360 and the exports $49,191,000. The lack of navigable rivers ipakes 
transportation very difficult and expensive. 

The revenue for the fiscal year 1888 was $37,900,000, of which $80,000,000 was from 
customs duties; the expenditure was $88,537,239, more than one-third of which was 
for the army. The public debt in 1886 was stated at $162,787,660. The army com- 
prises 31,967 men, the navy only 5 gunboats. 

Capital, Mexico, built in 1621, on Lake Teaooco, over 8,000 feet above the sea level; 
population about 300,000. 

Netherlands. 

Netherlands, a kingdom of Western Europe; area, 12,727 square mUes: population 
1887, 4,450,870, nearly all natives of Holland. Revenue, 1886. $47,641,140; exi)endi- 
ture, $64,413,837; public debt, 1888. $428,808,660. Army in 1887, 65,788 men; navy, 
1886. 148 vessels 508 guns, and 10,059 men. Imports, 1886, $453,627,840; exports, $361,- 
962,615. Raflwfys in 1886, 1,620 miles, more than half managed by the State; tele- 
graphs, 8,089 miles. Poet-offices, 1,800; letters carried in 1887, 66,894.692; Journals, 
6;a,646,880. 

Nicaragua. 

NIcanurua, one of the five republics of Central America— area, 68.000 square milesj 
DODulation, 800,000 (estimated), one half of whom are Indians— is in large part covered 
wifii great forests, furnishing the finest mahogany, rosewood, and dye-woods. Tim 
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ooimtiv has lopg been dtetracted by Internal dJMfiniitoDs; it Is goTemedbj a president 
electea for 4 years, a cabinet of 4 ministers, a senate of 10 members, and an assembly 
of 11 representatiyeB. The revenue amounted in 1886 to $8,084,000, and the expendi- 
ture rather more, chiefly for the army and pubUo debt of 94,900,000. The exports 
amounted to $4,781,860, and the hnports to $8,988,640. The principal exports were 
coffee, elastic grum, and gold and sQver buUion. 

Paraguay. 

Faragoay, an inland republic of South America area 91,S60 square miles, pqpalatloii 
In 1886, a0O,000-is a country without cities and almost without civilisation. The lan- 
guage spoxen is chiefly that of the Indians mixed with a little Spanish. The country 
achievea independence in 1811, and was ruled by the dictator. Dr. Franda. for Myears, 
during which no foreigners were allowed to enter or leave raraguay. Since 1870 the 
government, though nominally republicim. has been under the control of Brasil. The 
country was formerly insolvent, owing $386,000,000 to Brasil and the other allies as a 
legacy of the war, $4,860,000 to Great Britain, and $8,100,000 domestic debt reduced 
in 1868 by selling national property to $5,151,801. Revenue in 1887, $1,158,586; ex- 
penses, $1,805,000^ besides interest and army. The imports in 1887, %^,861,480, and the 
exports $1,988,140. The army embraces 088 men, mostly now discharged to relieve 
the treasury'of enpense. The only railway in Paraguay is one of 46 miles, and the 
only telegraph is of the same length. 

Peru. 

Peru, a republic on the western coast of South America— area 488,897 square miles;

For convenience, and to fix responsibility, the country is divided into three militaiy 
divisions, each with saveral departments, as follows : 

1. Military division of the Missouri,commanded by Major-Qeneral Qeprge Cjpok, head- 
quarters Chicago, comprehends the departments of the Missouri (Brig.-Gen. Wesley 
Merritt); Texas (Brig.-Gen. David S. Stanley); Dakota (Brig.-Gen. Thomas H. Ruger); 
and the Platte (Brig.-Gen. John R. Brooke). There are 7 regiments of cavalry and 19 
of ^infantry in this division. 

2. Military division of the Atlantic, commanded by Major-General Oliver O. Howard, 
headquarters New York, 'includes department of the East (Major-Qeneral Howard). 
This division comprises 4 regiments qt artillery and 2 of infantry. 

3. Military division of the Pacific, commanded by Brig.-General Nelson A. Miles, 
headquarters Sah Francisco. Includes departments of California (Brig.-General N. A. 
Miles); the Columbia (Brig.-General John Gibbon); Arizona (Col. B. H. Grlerson); com- 
prises 1 regiment of artillery, 3 of cavalry, and 4 of infantry. 

The maximum military force allowed under existing laws is 2,155 commissioned offi- 
cers and 25,000 enlisted men. The Report of the Lieutenant-General of the Army ex- 
hibits the actual number in service as 3,189 officers and 23,iS08 enUsted men. The 
following table exhibits the number in each rank of the army: 

1. CoMMissiONKD OFFICERS : Coloucls, '70; lieutenant-colonels, 91; majors, 226; cap- 
tains, 616; adjutants, 40; regimental quarter-masters, 40; first lieutenants, 563; second 
lieutenants, 459; chaplains, 34. 

2. The Enlisted Men embrace 40 sei^eant-majors, 40 quarter-master sergeants, 728 
musicians, 234 trumpeters, 9 saddler-sergeants, 89 ordnance-sergeants, 139 hospital stew- 
ards, 124 commissary-sergeants, 426 first-sergeants, 2,172 sergeants, 1774 corporals, 218 
farriers, 141 artificers, 117 saddlers, 102 wagoners, and 16,487 privates. Besides these, 
there are employed in the Signal Corps 433 non-commissioned officers and privates ; 
Military Academy, 61 officers, 292 cadets. 

The number of retired army officers is 482; number of privates discharged during the 
fiscal year 1888, 5,446; number died during same period, 211; number deserted, 2,444; 
number enlisted and re-enUsted, 8,077.

; The U. 8. Military Academy at West Point was founded in 1802. Each Oon- 

I gressional Distiict and Territory-^Iso the District of Columbia— is entitled to 

nave one cadet at the Academy; the cadet to be named by the Representative 
{ in Congress. There are also ten appointments at large, specially conferred b; 

the President of the United States. The number of students is thus limited to 
844. Appointments are usually made one year in advance of date of admission, 
K and may be made either after oompetitlve examination or given direct, at the 

I option<of the Representative. The Conn^ssman, should he desire, may nomi- 

nate a legally qualified alternate^ who will be examined with the regular nomi- 
nee^ and admitted in the event of his success and the latter*s failure to pass the 
prescribed preliminary examinations. 

Appointees to the Military Academy must be between 17 and 22 years of 
age, free from any infirmity, and able to pass a careful examination in reading, 
writingr, orth<^raphy, arithmetic, grammar, geography, and history of the 
United States. 

The course of instruction, which is quite thorough, requires four years, and 
is largely mathematical and professional. The principal subjects taught are 
mathematics, French, drawing, tactics of all arms of the service, natural and 
experimental philosophy, chemistry, mineral(^0''« geology, and electricity, his. 
tory, international, constitutional, and military law, Spanish, and civil and 
miUtary engineering and science of war. About one fourth of those appointed 
usually fail to pass the preliminary examination, and but little over one half 
the remiainder finally graduate. 

The discipline is very strict, even more so than in the army, and the enforce- 
ment of penalties for offences is inflexible rather than severe. Academic duties 
oommenoe September 1 and continue until June 1. Examinations are held in 
January and June, and cadets found proficient in studies and correct in conduct 
are given the standing in their class to which their merits entitle them, while 
those deficient in either conduct or studies are discharged. 

From about the middle of June to the end of Au^st cadets live In camp 
engaged. onlv in military duties and receiving practical military instruction. 

The pay of a cadet is $540.00 per year, ana with proper economy is sufficient 
for his support. The number or students at the academr is usually about 300. 

Upon graduatlnic cadets are commissioned as second lieutenants in the U. S. 
army. The whole number of graduates from iso^ u> i&o7 has been '<^;istn .

There were in the seryioe ta 1888, 46 naval steam-Tessela— all screw-propellers except 
two, besides 12 wooden sailting-Tefisels, 20 iron-dad vesseLs, 1 torpedo-ram, and 12 
tugs: total, 91, all rated as serviceable, besides which ttiere are 6unservioeab]e vessela 
The number of £:mis is 490. 

Toe active list of the Navy is composed of 1 admiral, 1 vioe4u3miral, reai>admira]s, 

10 commodores, 45 captains, 86 commanders, 74 lieutenant-commanders, 260 lieuten- 
ants, 75 lieutenants junior grade, 178 ensigns, 69 naval cadets (who have passed the four 
years* academic course, and are performing two yeatv* service at sea before final 
graduation), and 174 naval cadets on probation at the Naval Academy, all of whom are 
officers of the line. 

Of the stail there are 1 surgeon-general, 15 medical directors, 15 medical inspectors, 
60 surgeons, 58 passed assistant surgeons, 19 assistant surgeons, 1 paymaster-general 
18 pay directors, 18 pay inepectors, 45 paymasters, 24 passed assistant pajrmasters, Ifi 
assistant paymasters, 1 engineer-in-chlef , 70 chief engineers, 79 passed assistant en- 
gineers, 61 assistant engineers, 22 chaplains, 12 professors of mathematics, 1 secretary 
for the admiral and 1 for the vlce-admtral, 1 chief constructor, 8 naval constructors, 

11 assistant constructors, and 10 civil engineers. 

The warrant officers consist of 85 boatswains, 84 gonners, 60 carpenters, 28 safl- 
makers, and 84 mates. 

The retired list is composed of officers of the line, as follows: 50 rear-admirals, 15 
commodores, 10 captains, 11 oonmianders, 22 lieutenant-commanders, 27 lieutenants, 
17 lieutenants Junior grade, 12 ensigns. Staff officers, viz.: 20 medical directors, 6 
medical inspectors, 7 surgeons, 6 passed assistant «urgeons, 5 assistant surgeons 8 
pay directors, 2 pay inefpector, 8 paymasters, 2 passed assistant paymasters,! assist- 
ant paymaster, 21 chief engineers,' 26 {Massed assistant en^eers, 26 assistant 
engineers, 2 civil engineers, 8 naval constructor, 7 chaplains, and 4 professors of 
mathematics. Warrant officers, viz.: 19 boatswains, 19 gunners, 8 carpenters, and 
13 saHmakers. 

The active list is therefore composed of 9o8 officers of the line, 636 officers of the 
s^aff, and 181 warrant officers; total 1,685 officers of all grades. 

The retired list is composed of 164 officers of the line, 144 officers of the staff, 58 war- 
rant officers,, and 4 professors of mathematics; total, 370. 

There were ( Jtilj^ 1888) in the service, provided for by the Navy appropriation act 
for the fiscal year 1889, 7,500 enlisted men, and 750 beys. 

The maolne corps consists of 88 commissioned officers, 873 non-commissioned 
officers, 80 musicians, 96 drmnmers and fifers, and 1500 enlisted men; total, 2»077. 

THE UNITED STATES NAVAL ACADEMY AT ANNAPOLIS. 

The United States Naval Academy was opened October 10, 1845, and the credit 04 
Its foundation is attributed to Hon. George Bancroft, then Secretary of the Navy, 
under President Polk. The course of instruction, designed to train midshipmen 
for the Navy, at first occupied five years, of which three were passed at sea. Varl-' 
oas changes have been made in the course of instruction, which was made seven 
yaars in 1850, four years In 1861, and six yearsjfthe last two of which are spent at 
fja,) March 3, 1873, where It now remains. The Naval Academy, first located at 
Annapolis, Maryland, was removed to Newport, R. I., in May, 1861, but re-established 
at Annapolis in September, 1865, where it now is, occupying lands formerly known 
as Fort Severn. The Academy is under the direct care and supervision of the Navy 
Department. There are to be allowed in the Academy one naval cadet for every 
member or delegate to the House of Representatives, appointed at his nomination, 
one for the District of Columbia, and ten appointed at large by the President. The 
number of appointments which can be made is limited by law to twenty-five each 
year, named by the Secretary of the Navy after vTompetitive examinations, the 
cadets being from 14 to 18 years of a^e. The successful candidates become students 
of the Academy and receive the pay of naval cadet8^$500 per annum. Cadets who 
graduate are appointed in the order of merit to the lower grades of the line and 
enffineer corps of the Navy and of the marine corps, as fast as vacancies occur. 
But such appointments cannot be made in excess of vacancies, and graduates wbo 
receive no appointments get an honorable discharge with one year s sea pay. The 
course of instruction is thorough, Involving a close pursuit of mathematics, stewn 
enflrineerlng, physics, mechanics, seamanship, ordnance, history, law, etc. The 
whole number of students in 1887 was 174. The graduating class of 1887 numbered 
4B members.

The Territory of Alaska was purchased by the United States from the RUMian Gov 
emment in 1867 for the smn of $7,200,000. By act of Congress in 1870 Alaska w« 
made a mUitary and collection district, the Territory remaining unprganLeed. The 
laws of the United States relating to customs, commerce, and navieaUon were ex- 
tended over it by act of July 27, IMS, cognizable by the United States Courts of Wash- 
Ington, Oregon, and California, and the same statute made it unlawful to kill fur- 
seals except under regulations of the Secretary of the Treasury under lease to the 
Alaska Commercial (x>mpany at $66,000 per annum. . .. ^ . , 

By act of May 17, 1884, ^provldhig a civil government for Alaska," Congress created 
a District Government providing for a Governor, a District Coiut (sitting at Sitka in 
May, and at Wrangell ki November). The clerk of this court is made ex-offlcto Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the District of Alaska. He is also recorder of deeds, mort- 
gages, and mining claims, and register of wills. A United States Marshal and DisUact 
Attorney were provided for. The act further creates four Commissioners having 
the powers of Commissioners of the United States Circuit Courts, and of Justices of 
the Peace, to reside at four designated settlements in Alaska, to hold courts of 
record subject to the supervision of the District Judge In all testamentary and pro. 
bate matters, habeas corpus, etc. 

The laws of Oregon are declared to be the law in the District of Alaska when not in 
conflict with those of the United States. The act appropriates the sum of $85,000 for 
education without reference to race, under direcuon of the Secretary of the In- 
terior. 

Alaska is created a land-district with a land-office at Sitka, with the Marshal as 
Surveyor-General, the Clerk as Receiver of Public Money, and the Commissioner 
residing at Sitka as ex-officio register of the land-office. The value of the Alaska 
fisheries in 1880 was $2,661,640, being surpassed by only seven States in the Union*

Dakota alone, of all the Territories, has eight Justices of the Supreme Court, ap- 
pointed 1^ the President and Senate. 

North Dakota numbered, in 1888, 37 counties, with a tax valuation of about $71,000,000. 
South Dakota, with 49 counties, had an assessed valuation in 1888 of about $90,000,000. 

A division of the Territory, which is of great extent, surpassing in area any other 
of the organized Territories (having 149,100 square miles, or 95,424,000 acres), has been 
persistently urged, and is favored by a great majority of the inhabitants. A bill for 
the partition of Uie Territory and the admission of North and South Dakota to the 
Union as two new Statos has passed Congress, and the year 1889 will see this ac- 
complished. 

Dakota is preeminently an agricultural Territory, its chief element of wealth be- 
ing Che wheat crop. The grain produced is claimed to be superior to any other wheat, 
having the least moisture In the grain. 

The capital of the Territory was removed from Yankton to Bismarck in 1881. The 
piincipiu towns are Fargo, in North Dakota (with a tax valuation of $6,624,186), Sioux 
Falls, Jamestown, Bon Homme, Qrand Forks, Deadwood. Bismarck, and Yankton. 
There are ten United States Land-offices in Dakota, and nearly two million acres in 
homestead settlement and cash-entry claims were made in 1888. The population of 
the Territory numbered 186,177 in 1880, and was returned upon the bads of the census 
taken in June, 1885, at 415,263 inhabitants. In June, 1888, the Commissioner of Immi-

jRsauLAB Publications.— This class includes all newspapers, periodicals, or matter 
exclusively in print and regularly issued at stated intervals as frequently as four 
times a year, from a known office of publication or news agency. Postage, 1 cent a 
pound or fraction thweof , prepaid by special stamps. Publications designed primarily 
for advertising or free circulation, or not having a legitimate list of subscxibers, are 
excluded from the pound rate, and pay third-class rateia. On newroapers and periodi- 
cals maOed by other than pubUshers or news agents, 1 cent for ea^ 4 ounces or frac- 
tional part thereof. Third-Class. 

Mail matter of the third class includes books, circulars, unsealed publications for ad- 
vertising purposes, and other matter whollv in print, legal and commercial papers 
filled out m wnting, photographs, proof -sheets, corrected proof -sheets, and manuHcrlpt 
copy accompanying the same.

AU nackages of matter of the third or fourth class must be so witmped or enveloped 
that tneir contents may be examined by postmasters without destroying the wrappers. 

Matter of the second, third, or fourth dass containing any writing, exc^ as nere 
Bjpecifled, or except bills and receipts for periodicals, or printed commercial papers 
filled out in writing, as deeds, bills, etc., wiu be charged with letter postage; but the 
sender of anv book may write names or addresses therein, or on the outside, with the 
word '* from^ preceding the same, or may write briefly on any package the number 
and names of the article inclosed. 

Postal Money Orders. 

An order may be issued for any amount, from one cent to one hundred dollars^ in- 
clusive, but fractional parts of a cent cannot be included. 
The fees for orders are: On sums not exceeding $5, 5 cents; $6 to $10 8 cents.

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When a larger sum than 100 dollars is required, additional orders must be obtained; 
but no more than three orders will be issued in one day from the same post-office to 
the same remitter in favor of the same payee. 

Postal Notes, for any sum under five dollars^ are sold at any money-order post- 
office— price 8 cents each. These are payable to the bearer, at any desijgnated post- 
office, within three months after their date. 

Free Delivery. 

The free delivery of mail matter at the residences of people desiring it is required by 
law in every city of 60,000 or more population, and may be established at every place 
containing not feas than 30,000 inhabitants. Number of free-delivery offices, 178. 

The franking privilege was abolished July 1, 1878, but the foUowing mail-matter may 
be sent free by legislative saving-clauses, vh. : 

1. All public documents printed by order of Congress, the Congressional Record and 
speeches contained therein, franked by members of Congress or the Secretary of the 
Senate, or Clerk of the House. 

2. Seeds transmitted by the Commissioner of Agriculture, or by any member of 
Congress, procured from that department. 

8. All periodicals sent to subscribers witMn the county where printed. 

4. Letters and packages relating exclusively to the business of the Qov^imient of the 
United States, mailed only by oiiftcers of the same, publications required to be mafled 
to the Librarian of Congress by the copyright law, and letters and parcels mailed by 
the Smithsonian Institution. All these must oe covered by specially printed " penalty" 
envelopes or labels. 

All communications to Government officers, and to or from members of OongreoL 
ire required to be prepaid by stamjM.
